The fire was caused, like a great 
many which .have happened before 
it, by the explosion of a coil oil lamp 
in an incubator. 
It happened in one 


of the out-buildings in the rear of

property, near Virginia 
and Louisa streets.

Very shortly the case of the Oak­ 
land Water Front will be called in 
the United States Supreme Court. 
That the matter is important the 
amount of money involved in it goes 
to show. 
More than fifteen millions 


of dollars are dependent upon the 
decision as far as the interest of the 
City of Oakland alone is concerned. 
Hut comparatively few people in 
Berkeley are aware that upon the de­ 
cision a very large amount of money 
will or will not go into the treasury. 
Berkeley has quite a large water front 
and up to the present time some are 


of the impression 
that even the | 
streets cannot be open to water com­ 
munication. 
Not to the water as it 
ebbs and flows upon the beach at 
present, but to a line where there 
can be no hindrance of communica­ 
tion of all tidal waves. 


It is certain that the town of Berke­ 


ley lias certain rights in its water 
front which cannot be taken away 
either by individuals or corporations. 


The 
town authorities 
should take 
some interest in the matter and have 
a proper examination made by its 
Attorney so that whatever rights be­ 
long to it can be maintained 
before 
its rights go by default. 
It is culpa­ 


ble negligence if any valuable prop­ 
erty belonging to the corporation is 
not protected so that the people 
may have the benefits of the legacy.

A catalogue of offioas and students 
in JJie colleges at Berkeley has jjust 
bett»-4ssue<l fey.the tfecorder of the 
faculties. 
It shows the University to 
have 1 1 6 active instructors and an 
enrollment of 1027 in the colleges at 
Berkeley and 658 in the affiltated col­ 
leges in San Francisco, making a 
total of 1685 students. 
This does 
not include eighty-two graduate stu­ 
dents who are pursuing advanced 
work.

Aphis, or Green Fly—This is one 


of the most troublesome of pot grown 
plants. 
It is most easily destroyed 


by syringing the plants twice a week 
with a tea made from tobacco, mov­ 


ing them up and down until the in­ 
sects are thoroughly 
washed off. 
This will also destroy other insect 
pests. 
Red Spider—The presence of 
this pest is the sure indication that 
the 
atmosphere 
is too dry, and 
that the temperature has probably 
been too hot. 
The insect is so min­ 
ute that it is hardly 
distinguishable 


by the naked eye; but its destructive 
work is shown by the leaves becom­ 


ing brown, when, if they are closely 
examined upon the under side, the 
insects will be found in great num­ 
bers. 
The remedy is first to correct 
the conditions of the atmosphere, 
and next to syringe the plants copi­ 
ously with water, or to wipe off the 
under side of each leaf with a wet 
sponge. Mealy Bug—A flat, wbitish- 
brown insect, usually found 
nestling 
in the axils of the leaves, where is is 
covered with a white powder, making 
it easily distinguishable. 
Nothing 
seems to kill this insect, unless the 
remedy is strong enough to injure 
the plant; hence the only 6afe rem­ 


edy for amateurs is to rub it off with 
a small brush. Alcohol, when thrown 
on the plant 
with an atomizer; will 
kill this insect; but some plauts, when 
in a tender stage of growth, are in­ 
jured by tee alcohol.
